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1 . The amendment filed March 14, 2006 has been entered. The pending claims are 
claims 7-10. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ellis 
et al. (U.S. patent 3,779,720) or Mai et al. (U.S. Patent 3,977,837). 

The Ellis and Mai patents disclose specific examples of martensitic steel compositions 
having on at least one surface a coating comprising 10-60% TiC along with a steel composition, 
the coating having a measured Vickers hardness of at least 393.97. Thus, all aspects of the 
claimed invention are held to be fully disclosed by Ellis et al. or Mai et al. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ellis et al. 
or Mai et al. 

The Ellis and Mai patents, discussed supra, do not specify a hardness in the underlying 
metal of no more than 298.99 HV, as presently claimed. However, the coatings described in the 
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prior art are indicated as useful for coating steel articles in general (see Ellis column 4, line 30 or 
Mai column 12, lines 23-50), and such would include steels having a hardness value within the 
presently claimed range. Consequently, the disclosures of Ellis et al. or Mai et al. are held to 
create a prima facie case of obviousness of the invention as presently claimed. 

6. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ellis et 
al. or Mai et al., either of which in view of Ogura et al. (U.S. Patent 5,858,463) or 
McVicker et al. (U.S. Patent 5,900,077). 

The Ellis and Mai patents, discussed in item no. 3 supra, do not disclose the inclusion of 
titanium carbonitride particles in their respective surface coating materials. Ogura and McVicker 
indicate that the advantages of including TiCN particles in surface coatings on steel 
compositions were well-known in the art at the time of the invention. Such advantages include 
increased ability to regenerate or reuse dies made from such materials (Ogura) or increased 
fracture toughness (McVicker). Thus, to incorporate titanium carbonitride particles into the 
surface coatings of Ellis et al. or Mai et al. would have been an obvious expedient to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. 

7. The previous Office Action included rejections based on a number of prior art 
patents. Those rejections are moot in view of the cancellation of all previous claims and 
presentation of new claims. The new claims are rejected as set forth above. 



8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
